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1971  FALL  MEETING. 

Wheaton  College  was  host  for  the  October  30,  1971  meeting  tn  Norton,  Mass- 
achusetts.  This  active  meeting  included  a  slide  lecture  "An  index  of  musical 
iconography,"  an  organ  demonstration,  and  a  panel  "Building  a  practical,  performing 
score  collection." 

An  Index  of  Musical  Iconography. 

Miss  Mary  Rasmussen,  University  of  New  Hampshire,  treated  the  members  to  a 
slide  show  and  an  explanation  of  the  index  of  musical  iconography  which  she  has 
been  preparing  for  a  number  of  years.   She  has  traveled  throughout  the  world  taking 
slides  of  art  which  contain  musical  pictures  of  all  types.   Her  catalog  contains 
information  of  many  types  which  can  be  easily  located  by  flipping  quickly  through 
the  index  cards.   There  are  even  Ideas  of  forming  an  International  index  fashioned 
after  RISM  and  RILM  to  include  Iconography.   Many  slides  were  shown  to  demonstrate 
that  everything  cannot  be  taken  as  truth.   Artists  such  as  Raphael,  Watteau,  and 
Caravagglo  can  be  taken  as  mostly  accurate  but  others  would  change  reality  to 
suit  their  own  purposes.   Much  can  be  learned  by  studying  art:  history  of  music, 
Instrumental  style,  and  performance  practices  are  examples.

Mr.  Carlton  T.  Russell,  associate  professor  of  music  and  college  organist, 
Wheaton  College,  demonstrated  the  new  organ  In  the  Cole  Memorial  Chapel  with  selections 
by  Pachelbel,  Widor,  and  Walcha. 

Building  a  Practical,  Performing  Score  Collection. 

Evaluation,  preliminary  bibliographical  work,  edition  selections,  and  the 
librarian's  experience  were  all  discussed  by  the  panel  consisting  of:  Helen  Slotkin, 
Morse  Music  Library,  Hilles  Library,  Harvard  University;  Ethel  Bacon,  University 
of  Hartford,  Hartt  College  of  Music;  and  Sarah  Libby,  Carl  Fischer,  Boston.

COOPERATIVE  CATALOGING 

The  New  England  Mbrary  Information  Network  (NELINET)  is  an  organization  of  more 
than  30  libraries  in  the  New  England  area,  whose  Catalog  Support  Sub-System  supplies 
custom  catalog  card  sets,  Selin  spine  labels  and  book  labels  to  members,  from  MARC 
tapes.  The  Council  on  Library  Resources  has  given  a  grant  to  NELINET  to  test  the 
transferability  of  the  Ohio  College  Library  Center's  (OCLC)  computer  based  biblio- 
graphic system  to  NELINET' s  system.  A  terminal  (consisting  of  a  television-like 
screen  attached  to  an  IBM  Selectric  typewriter)  has  been  set  up  at  Dartmouth  and  is 
connected  by  telephone  line  to  the  computer  at  Columbus,  Ohio.  This  allows  instan- 
taneous consultation  of  the  data  base  in  Ohio,  which  includes  all  of  the  MARC  II  re- 
cords plus  original  cataloging  of  thousands  of  books  in  the  Ohio  libraries,  and  the 
automatic  printing  of  custom  catalog  cards  for  the  Dartmouth  catalogs.   OCLC /NELINET 
is  looking  at  the  new  MARC  II  format  for  scores  and  phonorecords  to  see  about  in- 
cluding cataloging  for  such  materials.  The  decision  will  be  influenced  by  the  num- 
ber of  libraries  desiring  this  information.  It  would  be  very  helpful  if  you  would 
take  the  trouble  to  fill  out  this  questionnaire  and  give  it  to  Mary  Lou  Little  at 
the  Hartford  meeting,  or  send  it  to  her  at  the  Music  Library,  Harvard  University, 
Cambridge,  Mass.,  02138.  Here's  your  chance  to  encourage  a  realistic  project  of  co- 
operative cataloging!
